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NEWTON TALKS PLAINLY. 


HIS POSITION ON EPISCOPALIAN 
DOCTRINES. DEFINED. 


As a Starter He Positively Rejects the Thir- 
ty-nine Articles and Asserts That Belief 
in Them Is Not Necessary—The Nicene 
Creed Is His Standard- Dr. Brigg’ 
Preparing for His Defense—The Rev. Dr. 
Bridgman, Formerly a Baptist, Enters 
the Episcopal Chureh. 

New York, May 24,—[Special.]—Before a 
congregation which filled every seat in the 
church, the Rev. R. Heber Newton today 
threw down the gauge of battle to those who 
are clamoring to have him turned out of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. In language 
that had been carefully thought out he defined 
his position on the matters concerning which 
he has been accused of holding heretical 
views. 


He took no back steps. He practically 


threw overboard the thirty-nine articles. He 
declared that they contained no statements 
of faith that were binding on him. 
He stood on the Nicene creed and under 


that creed he declared emphatically that it 


was possible to hold all the divergent views 
concerning future punishment, evolution, the 
atonement, and other doctrinal matters which 
are at present turning the religious world 
upside down. 

1 propose to speak,” he said, of the 
Nicene creed as the charter of the church’s 
liberty, securing to it when rightly under- 
stood the conditions of comprehensiveness, 
holding for Christianity and for religion at 
large the secret of conciliation in the contro- 
versies which now agitate Christianity.“ Con- 
tinuing he said: 

It had been said of the Nicene creed that it was 
fit only to be sung. On the other hand it would 
be hard to set the Westminster faith to music. 
The Nicene creed ia the amplification of the 
apostles’ creed. Scarcely a doctrine which is in 
dispute in the churches round about us can fur- 
nish a proper ground for dispute in our roomy 
church. The only affirmation in the Nicene 
creed is the large, elastic declaration, I believe 
in one catholic and apostolic church.“ We can 
thus judge of the Catholicism which would rule 
out the foremost man in the church for the Bish- 
opric because of his opinion concerning the epis- | 
copato. ü 

What must we believe concerning the Bible? 
Nothing beyond the simple declaration of the 
Nicene creed. who spake by the prophets.“ Lou 
may hold to the plenary inspiration of the script- | 
ures and believe every word dictated by the Al 
mighty, or you may hold that large and reason- | 
able view which is spreading through our church 
so rapidly with equal loyalty to our only author- 
ity, the creed. ! 

What does the church bid us believe concerning | 
the story of the creation? You are equally 
free to read the story in Genesis as 
history or parable. What does the 
church command us to believe concerning 
the origin of evil, the fall of man? Nothing 
whatever. Concerning the atonement? Noth- 
ing except the language of the creed “who for 
us men and for our salvation came down from 
heaven? Concerning future punishment? Noth- 
ing not contained in the language of the creed 
“he shall come again with glory to judge both 
the quick and the dead.” All theories of the 
character and duration of the punishment are 
extra creedals. The first form of the articles 
contained an article on future. punishment and 
that article was afterwards withdrawn. 

It is true that our church accepted from the 
Church of England the thirty-nine articles. It 
did so, however, only under constraint. At first 
it deliberately dropped them altogether, and sub- 
sequently resumed them as a necessity of procur- 
ing Episcopal consecration from England. 

The thirty-nine articles were designed simply 
as articles of peace—a form of statement concern- 
ing aspects of Christian faith then in dispute, 
which might be acceptable to the various parties 
embraced within the church in that chaotic era, 
They were purposély framed do as 0 include ell 
possibie varieties of opinion. ‘They remain inter- 
esting and valuable historical monuments for 
the guidance of thought in our church. 
Beyond this, by general consent, the articles have 
no binding obligations upon our thought today. 
Pressed as a creed, they are self-destructive. 
They cover all schools of thought and shield 
none. No opinion can rest undisturbed within 
them. | 

What of the resurrection? That the dead are to 
rise into life immortal, clothed in bodily form, I 
understand to be the teaching of our great creeds. 
The nature of the resurrected body is not affirmed. 
You are free to believe this in the literal sense of 
the body laid in the grave or in the larger sense 
in which most men read it. 

Concerning the sacrament and the Lord's sup- 
per we are free to Believe almost anything that 
commends iteelf to Christian consciousness. On 
all these themes on which the creeds are silent it 
is natural that men shoald think. Opinions must 
be formed and held, and the Christian, be he 
layman or clergyman, is left free to form his own 
opinion. 

The Nicene creed is a charter of liberty. It 
frees us from nine-tenths of the burning questions 
with which Protestantism is on fire today. Our 
great creed is the reconciliation of Christianity 
with itself. Christendom is tern and dismem- 
bered before our eyes. It is paralyzed with doubt, 
The strife of creeds is seen on every side. Man 
cannot find a sheltér under the reformation con- 
fessions of faith with their long-drawn meta- 
physics. He who reads the signs of the times 
sees the alternative to throw overboard the 
creeds or to simplify them. Today could our 
Protestant churches be content to part 
with their reformation confessions of faith and 
adopt that great Catholic creed which has come 
down through the centuries there would be an 
end of strife and contention. Dr. Bridgman 
would not have to leave his church for his views 
on the questions of future punishment and Dr. 
Briggs could excite no contention in his church 
on the question of inspiration. Our great creed 
is the reconciliation of Christian‘ faith and mod - 
ern thought of theology and science. 


DR. BRIGGS’ FRIENDS NOT IDLe£. 


They Will Make a Strong Fight When His 
Case Comes Before the Assembly. 

Derrorr, Mich., May 24.—[Special. ]—Those 
of the Presbyterian General Assembly who 
deprecate internecine war are endeavoring to 
smooth over the Briggs «controversy. The 
peace commission is not apt to meet with suc- 
cess. The religious convictions of the cove- 
nenters have been too severely lacerated by the 
wire edge of the critics’ rationalistic com- 
ments on the accuracy of the Bible. Dr. Pat- 
ton is applying emolltents to the wounds. He 
is accounted an anti-Briggs man, but a com- 
missioner commented upon him thus: “I do 
not believe Dr. Patton's recognized abil- 
ity as an assembly . politician will 
enable him to head off the impending trouble. 
I do not know that he will take a pronounced 
attitude.

While 
the Sunday-school children were assembling 
yesterday morning shortly after 9 o’clock 
smoke was found to be issumg from an in- 
terior wall of the church through which a por- 
tion of the chimney passes and which sepa- 
rates the church proper from the lecture and 
class rooms. Thesmoke poured out from a 
point just above the great organ, and in a mo- 
ment was followed by flame, which shot up- 
ward and caught the sustaining arches of the 
roof, The children that were in the building 

in perfect order after a quieting word 
from Supt, Jacobs. An alarm was 
turned in, but by the time the Fire Depart- 
ment arrived two-thirds of the roof of the 
structure’ was in flames, and the Hotel 

Metropole, now in course of completion, at 

Twenty-third street and Michigan avenue was 

threatened. Marshal Swenie ordered a 4-11 

alarm turned in ads soon as he arrived at the 
scene. 

The church spire rears itself from the north- 
east corner of the building, and by hard work 
the firemen succeeded in checking the flames 
béfore they reached that part of the structure. 
The roof of the. church was supported by 
heavy arches, portions of which fell from 
time to time, setting fire to the flooring and 
the pews. Many of the pews in the gallery of 
the church, the cushions and the expensive 
varpeting are ruined. The organ, which was 
built at an expense of $11,000, is a total loss. 
The fire did not reach the lecture-rooms in the 
west end of the structure, and the loss there 
is slight and caused wholly by water. The 
roof is burned completely away from a point 
over the organ, about two-thirds the way 
toward the front of the church. That vortion 
of the roof that remains was cut through by 
the firemen in many places where it was 
feared that smoldering embers were har- 
bored. 

Just over the large marble baptistry that is 
sunk into the pulpit platform is a large, orna- 
mental piece of woodwork surmounted by a 
great cross and that servesasacanopy. As 
one looks from the main entramte the cross is 
outlined against the sky and is the only bit in 
the picture that is untouched by fire. - The 
organ pipes at the left are broken and burned 
and the supporting canopy is scorched, but 
the cross went through untouched. Floods of 
water were poured into the church and the 
ceilings of the galleries are dropping from the 
weight of water that has souked through the 
floorings. Bits of wet charred wood have 
been tramped into the carpets in all portions 
of the church and sections are ruined that 
might have been saved. The cause of the fire 
is thought -to have been a defective flue. It 
was two hours before the flames were finally 


subdued. N 
Win Rebuild at Once. 

In the afternoon the church trustees met at 
the house of D. G. Hamilton and decided to 
rebuild at once. The loss, as estimated at the 
meeting, is $45,000. It is confined to the up- 
per portion of the church proper and the in- 
side furnishings. It will, it is thought, cost 
$25,000 to repair the building. The organ can- 


not be replaced for less than $11,000. The 


property was insured for $65,000 in a number 
of companies, represented in this city by 
Thomas S. Cummings. The pastors and con- 
gregations of other churches were quick to 
offer their assistance. While the fire was in 
progress J. H. Long, one of the 
trustees of the Church of the Messiah, 
offered the use of that church at any time ex- 
cept Sunday mornings, and similar invitations 
were received from Bishop Charles E. Cheney 
and John Benham of Christ Reformed Epis- 
copal Church; the Rev. S. J. McPherson, pas- 
tor of the Second Presbyterian Church; the 
Rev. Frank M. Bristol, pastor of Trinity 
Methodist Church; Dr. J. H. Barrows of the 
First Presbyterian Church; and the trustees 
of Plymouth Congregational Chureh, Sun- 
day-school was held by B. F. Jacobs of the 
Immanuel Church at the Church of the Mes- 
siah, There will be another meeting of the 
trustees at Christ Church Friday next, when 
rebuilding plans will be formulated, 

Immanuel Church, then the Michigan 
Avenue Baptist Church, was destroyed by fire 
in 1879, nothing but walis and spire remaining 
standing. The church was rebuilt at a cost of 
$85,000 and was renamed. The congregation 
worshiped last night in Christ Church, where 
the acting pastor of Immanuel congregation 
conducted a service. 

At a meeting of the pastor, elders, and di- 
rectors of the Second Presbyterian Church, 
held immediately after the morning service. it 
was unanimously resolved that the Rev. Dr. 
McPherson be requested to express the sym- 
pathy of the congregation to the Immanuel 
Baptist Church on account of the calamity 
which had befallen them and to tender to 
them the use of the second church while their 
own church was being repaired.

BARDSLEY’S AFFAIRS GROWING WORSE. 


Philadelphia’s City Treasurer Has a Host 
of Individaal Creditors. 

PRTILAD Pa., May 24.— [Special. — 
The all absorbing topic just now is, what has 
become of the $930,000 that City Treasurer 
Bardsley stole from the State? It is said that 
the money has been lost in stock speculation 
and to bolster up numerous wildcat schemes 
in which the Treasurer was engaged. The 
money was never put into the Keystone Bank, 
and the clearing-house due bills that Bardsley’s 
counsel claims to have were fixed up by Presi- 
dent Marsh before his flight and given to 
Bardsley.

An Analysis by Prot. Long Shows a De- 
cided Improvement. 

Health Commissioner Ware was able to pro- 
duce figures Saturday to support his claim 
that the city water is a good article for drink 
ing purposes, and is not to be blamed for the 
prevalence of typhoid fever. His opinion was 
supported by the following analysis by Prof. 
Long of Rush Medical College of a sample 
taken from the tap at Dearborn and Lake 
streets May 20, the figures representing the 
number of rag N million:

This analysis,” said Dr. Ware, “shows 
that the water is purer and freer from disease- 
producing germs now than at an 
the last two years. The water

THREE HEAVENS DESCRIBED, 


The Rev. Henry Martyn Scudder Talks at 
Plymouth Church. 

Before the Rev. Dr. Henry Martyn Scudder 
began to talk to his old congregation at 
Plymouth Church on the subject ok Heaven 
yesterday morning the announcement was 
made from the pulpit that Mrs. Gunsaulus 
had just received a cablegram containing the 
welcome news that the Rev. Frank W. Gun- 
saulus had arrived safely in Liverpool. A few 
words expressive of regret and sympathy for 
the congregation of Immanuel Baptist Church 
in their misfortune by fire were also read. 

„There are three heavens,”’ said Dr. Seud- 
der in beginning his discourse. The first is 
the atmospheric heaven, which, though small, 
is beautiful. The second heaven is the starry 
firmament, the imm@nse world which is not 
circumscribed like the first. Thethirdis the 
heaven of heavens, the abode of God, where 
special manifestations of his glory are given 
to make it a fitting dwelling for the trin- 
ity. Itis physically magnificent. The bib- 
lical similitude of heaven is only a shadow to 
us. The glory of the reality is inconceivable, 
That heaven is a home. It is a com- 
monwealth and a kingdom, symbolized 
by a peculiar throne. There is a municipal 
life in heaven because it is spoken of as a city. 
There is anational life because we hear of it 
as a country in which the heavenly city is the 
center. There is and there isn’t a temple in 
heaven according ta St. John. Heaven isa 
tabernagle, a tent, and God spreads his divine 
presence on tem ple over heaven. That is how 
these apparently py egupeen statements are 
reconciled, Look atthe exemptions of the 
place. It is sinless and there is a blissful 
immunity from every kind of discomfort, sor- 
row, self condemnation, humiliation, and 
mortification.” 

The preacher dwelt upon the positive dis- 
tinctions and blessedness of the place, the 
personal adornments, tho realizations, and 
. of it = the oe. point of ane 1 
ending, continuously- progressive career o 
oe ge culture, and service rendered to 
God. In closing be said: The question has 
been asked with a great deal of sorrow, 
‘Shall we know our loved ones in heaven? 
The best answer I ever heard to that question 
is this: Shall we be bigger fools in heaven 
than we are here?’ We know our loved ones 
here, and we would be imbeciles not to know 
them in ven. Certainly we shall not lose 
our personal identity. We shall know our- 
selves as Ourselves. Our memory is not to be 
blotted out. We shall know all whom we 
knew on earth and a good deal better. Shall 
we not travel in heaven? Our spiritual oppor- 
tunities for going abroad will be very great. 
Ithink our bodies will be as etherealized as 
the light—to make it edsyfor us to travel great 
distances and grow in knowledge and culture. 
Heaven is the supreme life.“

Democrats as irregular, this barring them 
from the National Democratic convention. 
In this the Cregierites expect to have the sup- 
port of Senator Palmer and the Democratic 
State Central committee. This explains the 
calling of the convention aud other methods 
pursued by the Cregierites. The fight is on, 
and it will not be ended until after the Presi- 
dential election of 1892. ° 

It is understood that the Republicans and 
the Chicago Democracy will send the full 
non-partisan ticket to the voters through the 


‘mails, The Cregierites will depend on the 


official ticketholder, as it is probable the 
Election Commissioners will decide that they 
have the naming of one of those officers for 
each poll, Attorney Boyle will doubtless 
advise them in this respect. 


Delay in Naming Justices, 

. Much complaint is being indulged in at the 
failure of the Cook County Judges to name 
successors to Mr. McCarthy ana Mr. Sullivan 
as Justices of the Peace candidates, also the 
additional Justices given to the South and 
West Divisions. It is intimated that the delay 
is due to the fear of some of the Circuit Judges 
that if nominations are made now their chances 
of reélection will be jeopardized. The new 
Justices, under the law, should be named be- 
fore June 1. It is probable that action in this 
matter will be taken this week. 

Mr. Underwood and D. J. Lyon are the 
candidates for the new South Side Justice- 
22 Justice Prindiville expects to be named 
as his own successor, vice McCarthy. Walter 
Gibbons expects to be nominated, vice Sulli- 
van, from the North Side.
